Noted For Bravery 
Students of the Georgia Mili­ 
tary institute were first under fire 
from the federal guns at Resaca, 
Georgia, May 14, 1864, and form ­ 
ed a conspicuous organization in 
the Confederate service in the

General Joseph E. Johnson. 
One Confederate general, w rit­ 
ing of the service given by the 
cadets

said: “ I cannot speak too highly 
of these youths, who go into a 
fight as cheerfully as they would 
enter a ballroom, and with the 
grace and steadiness of veterans."
